Size Larger Than Feet 


Woolen stockings, "agree style au- 


thorities and doctors, have come to 
stay—at least so long as we will wear 
low-cut shoes and short skirts through 
the cold of winter. And so. If you are 
a sensible woman, as well aa a well- 
dressed one, says the Kansas City 
Star, yon are sure to want some wool 
stockings to wear with your sports 
clothes and walking togs hi the win- 
ter time.

The middle of January, the alfalfa 


in tbe mow from which he waa feed* 
lag gave out and he started feeding 
timothy. Immediately milk production 
per cow began to decline at tbe rate 
Ot tbree pounds a day. Then tbe dairy-1 
man' began feeding more grain, but 
even this did not check the decline., 
Kot until tne alfalfa waa again reached 
In tbe mow did he succeed In retting 
hla herd back to normal production.

Europe" proved to be an exceedingly 
complicated subject, even, when han- 
dled by M clear-thinking and lair- 
mlnded a historian as Or. Textor of 
Vaatar College wiio spoke ou tbi* 
subject la the chapel of the First Ke- 
formed Church for the Monday Club 
on Monday afternoon.

Next Monday afternoon Dr. Textor 


will give the last lecture on the in- 
teresting aeries of lectures on "Prob- 
lems in Recent Hilton," »hen her 
subject will be "Ciecho-Slovakta.' 


"The Apple of Discord in Southern 


Europe" proved to be Macedonia, and' 
Dr. Textor began her lecture by show- j J 
ing how Southern Europe was ruled 
by Rome and Greece for tne first 
thousand years with Constantinople 
having a Roman Emperor technically 
up to 1453. From then until th« 
liith 
century Constantinople and 


Southern 
Europe 
was practically 


Greek In thought, language and in- 
stitutions, when there began an in- 
vasion of barbarians. First came the 
Bulgars from the southern teaches of i 
the Slav country. They were a short, 
energetic. virile-to*ard-war people, 
honest almost to the point of brutal- 
ity. But though they settled in \ari- 
ous tribes they were disorganized, j __ 
The Slavs came about the sixth cen-1 fit 
tury and they were a facile, qulck-to- i ffi 
see, clever, adaptable people, but also 2f. 
lacking in that human cement that 5* 
holds people together. 


To their number were added 


Serbs, Croatians, Caeks and others, 
but without a king of their own. 
They came by way ot Macedonia, 
crossing from the east and from the 
west toward the east. These people 
had no race consciousness but be- 
ing dropped by the way settled in 
Macedonia, and even the Turks fin- 
ally came by way of Macedonia in 
the middle of the fifteenth century 
and defeated the Slavs, who if they 
had put up a 
united 
front could 


have kept the Turks out ot Constan-' 
tiuople. In 1453, the Turks enteredf 
the city, coming to stay. They had 
their sultan, but he could not rule 
at will but according to the Koran 
as interpreted by certain dignitaries. 
Strange to say, the executive part' 
of the government *as in the hands 
ef Christian slates, in fact Con-j i 
stantinople was ruled by staves, in . 
other words It was a slave Institu- 
tion of government, the strangest ot;

European power* would not agree 
to it. so the Berlin treaty was signed., 
which Dr. Textor counted as the real 
cause of the world war, though no 
shot was flred and no soldier kilted. 
Instead of the Big Bulgaria there 
was a smaller Bulgaria, practically 
the division being one-third Bul- 
garia, one-third Roumaala and one-
